But 
out of the conflict of theories arise a few definite truths, and 
among these is the idea that early training is of \ital impor­ 
tance as determining good or evil behavior. I his beliet is ma­ 
terially strengthened by the statement of W arden James A. 
Johnston of San Quentin, California, state penitentiaiy, that 
the crime problem is a boy problem, and Boy Scouts are not 
found in prison. 
It is a striking tribute to the Boy Scout movement. And 
the thousands of citizens who have had opportunity to ob­ 
serve its workings are not hard to convince that it is fully 
warranted.— Fort Worth Star-Telegram.
